This propitious state 
of things e listed during the icmalnder of the 
day | and the silence of the nighi was undii* 
turbid by any further peliing of lhu pitiless 
storm, llut a different fate awaited Sunday— 
on the morning of that day the Ilawkccbury 
appeared, to on extravagant extent, swelled 
beyond itj legitimate bound* i the low lands 
of the district were already submerged, and 
Itatt of Comwallia, Olebo, and ourronnding 
loealittee, presented sheets of wotei atserroiatc 
dislaneoa. The green corn in some places mu 
flooded,- the grass killed, and consequently 
misfortunes arose. The flood upon live rirer 
is still rising ; and we relate with sorrow 
that judging from present nppcaraneti, the 
£icat rains that have been up the country, tho 
hoary fill in the d'ntrict, and ihe violent rush- 
ing of lb o water down the river, that nothing 
elae need ho looked forward to but a very sa- 
ve io flooil.

In lhe Hist pliice, / ieWtt private essign- 
tneni c[ irsnsporleil felnna to hnve hecn prac- 
lised without the sanction of any Brilish law ; 
I further, bifittot, nctwithstanriing the long 
practice of the colonial Government 10 lUccon- 
irary, that to keep tiansportod offendora in 
gaol or to labour, or indeed under any perianal 
lujlra'uit whulevct, after thoy are lauded ni 
their placo if baniiltmcnt, to bo contrary to 
law, olid not apart of the sentence, except 
thoy are detected in making their escaoe i and 
that the whole Bjalem of convict discipline that 
hae been praciiecd fit Mew South Wales since 
tho foundation of the colony has been n atretflh 
of authority of the Local Government, not 
Warmnted by the iawa of Oicst Silinin. To

Tho scarcity orinbour which is 
so severely fell, and complained ot as a gtoat 
and growing evil, cannot be avoided, while wo 
puisue tho same system. It ia in fact with us 
n natural check to nn otil of greater monnitudo 
— namely, over-production, 

The settlers who look to their Hocks and 
hcrda as tba ablef source of their wealth, as a 
matter of course wish to inercaso them as 
much usposaildo : and, whcninthelr endeavours 
to do so, thoy encounter this check, thev 
sufTer great inconvenience, ltut undci lhe 
nourao which is pursued the greatest oupply of 
labour lhat can he reasonably expected would 
do no more than afford partial bud temporary 
tehof.

Upon Mr. lioyd's calculation 
of three men and et Quarter to every thousand 
sheep, wo shall require for these H.SiO men, 
According to the wide principle which is laid 
down fot our guidance in immigration, we 
Bhauld in bringing Iheso people lo the country 
introduce an equal number of women, in all 
slit thousand five hundred persona. On the 
same calculation wo shall require seven thou- 
sand four hun died nnd twenty. two persons in 
IB-JS ; eight thousand four hundred and eighty - 
eight in f nine thousand sex hundred and 
ninety-eight in lseu - ultd eleven thousand 
and eighty-two in 1831 — io attend to tha in- 
«»««» alone of out iloeks during those ycais . 
and If the calculation l> extended to l£36, it 
will appear that we shall then require 21,3.5'i 
persona, whose introduction into the colony 
would cost at the ordinar; rate nearly half u 
million atcrtiny, 

Hut even if wo could command such an 
annual supply of labour as would admit of our 
increasing our ioclta fot « yeora and yosrs" in 
litis manner, of what advantage would thia bo 
either lo the settlers themselves, or to the 
colony at largo, if that inOteaSe. after a certain 
Stage, whiot, wo arc rapidly approaching, rea- 
dcied the stock valueless, and destroyed the 
ample commodity of the country. ]f we get 
tho full supply "of labour, for which wo are 
Booking, and contioao to inoieaso our Hocks as 
wo have done, it is impossible but that the 
market will fail us. In lhe year ISiJJ there 
were bulQI^l sheepin this country; intotty- 
six years they hare increased eleven hundred 
Johl, In .!.:?, we bad oil 9, 391 ; nficr the lapse 
of eighteen ycaiB, we have thirteen limes, that 
number, and labour is demanded lo enable us 
to continue increasing them In IhB eamu ratio. 
Surely thero must ho some litriit to all this, 
and if it cannot be found in the labour which 
wo can. command, it is to be met with in the 
market which wa have to supply, Tlie wool 
imported annually into tho TJiiited Kingdom 
lias latterly been ahoul 50,0110,000 lbs., o quan- 
tity not nearly orjunL to that produced from 
native flocks. The imported wools being Uuer 
than those of Ornish growth, are purchased in 
a great measure with tho viewof mixing them 
with the latter, which, without aueh mixture, 
would not bemuch in demand. A great im- 
piovcment however is taking place in tha cha- 
racter of tho native grown wool, ond conse- 
quently tho demand for tbc imported, 
for this particular purpose,, is more likely 
to diminish thun Id increase. Of the quantity 
thus imported wc now supply oite-lbuith — 
Oetmany contributes nearly one- half— lluseia, 
Spain, France, r-russi a, and many other patts of 
Europe— America— tiia Capo of flood Hope— 
Swan Etver, arid Van Iliemon's Ijatid send 
tho remainder. If these countries increase 
their docks even in a slight degree, and we 
multiply ours in Lhe same ratio in which we 
havertcne, where shall wo find a market lor 
tho produce of I Sffti f If we go on in the same 
manner wo shall have in 1651, ihirly mil lions 
of pounds of wool; in ISor; we shall have 
tUlj millions of pound), and in 18151— if wo 
procure the labour for which wo see It, 
120,000,000 Uf, 'The above-mentioned coUh,- 
tiiea will also raise their millions of pDonds, 
and even supposing that ws undersell them, 
will the market beor the supply? Ara we not 
now even approaching the limits of otct pio- 
dttction T Are not the low prices which we 
now obtain, in comparison with those of for- 
mer yearn, indication, of this ! In last, ■we 
aent home 2,216,033 lbs. This sold as follows, 
viz, i —

We now send home hcrirly seven limes as 
much, nnd our prices range from la.

There are 33 millions of sheep in the Briiidi 
isles, producing about 1M,000,(WO of pounds 
of woof, and it may be said that the holders of 
these Docks cannot withstand our competition 
in tlio Eogliah market. Their sheep however 
are valuable for iheir carcasses, as well as far 
their wool— tho format are worth from. Sis. la 
40s. eaeb, and ths latter brings from lOd. to 
2s. 2d. per pound. It is not likely, therefore, 
that we, at tho disianco of IG.fjOO miles, with 
wool worth not much more than theirs, and 
catcassCB which cannot be valued at more ihan 
tho tallow they coiitpin, can successfully com- 
pem willi them. The wool of the Soucftdowu 
sheep in trod need, into lhe Highlands of Scot ■ 
land, brought previously to 1812, and probably 
brings still, from Us. to it. 2d. s Ib. Nor can 
wa expect, hy (lis great multiplication of our 
ilocke, to drive tho German sheep- farmers but 
or tho English market, Tho same causes will 
operate against us willi respect to them. Their 
pestures aro limited comparatively with outs, 
but they are extremely particular in keeping, 
end breeding from none liut the beat and 
ftnestphosp, Yixf grout care is taken fu the 
selection of the lambs which are destined to 
keep up their flocks.
